King Charles IX has just given 
the signal, “Strike the bell!” 


Brave old Admiral Coligny, leader of 
the French Protestants, is tossing rest-

A long list of unendurable grievances, 
carefully set forth in the Declaration of 
Independence, substantiated the charge 
against the British Empire beyond all 
doubt or question.”

The Founding Fathers knew “that such 
proposal had been thoroughly tried out 
in America from 1611 to 1614 in the Vir- 
ginia Colony, and from 1620 to 1623 in 
the Plymouth Colony—and that in each 
instance, had to be abandoned because 
the people were facing starvation—dis- 
couragement of individual incentive, ini- 
tiative and thrift having caused competi- 
tion in laziness to supplant natural com- 
petitive production.” 


(3) THE ATHEISTIC SYSTEM was 
understood by the Christian leaders of 
colonial times because knowledge re- 
garding the sinister machinations of an 
“international group known as the Order 
of the Illuminati” had become widely dif- 
fused.

the past, down to the present hour. 


William made England’s very exis- | 


tence “dependent upon a specially-cre- 
ated and privately-owned institution, by 
the deceptive name Bank of England, 
the names of whose shareholders have 
never been made public. It made prices 
fluctuate continually, and the value of 
land and everyone’s income depended 
on its good pleasure.” 


Our Founding Fathers, understanding 
“the secret power of the purse,” sought 
to save America from this fate. Conse- 
quently, a special provision was placed 
in the Constitution, giving the people—

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66 EXHORT therefore, that, first of all, 

supplications, prayers, interces- 
sions, and giving of thanks, be made for 
all men: For kings, and for all that are in 
authority: that we may lead a quiet and 
peaceable life in all godliness and hon- 
esty.” I Timothy 2:1-3. 


Paul, writing to Timothy, emphasizes 
the importance of praying for those oc- 
cupying positions of governmental lead- 
ership. Of course no Christian wishes to 
see the evil deeds of men in public life 
blessed and prospered. But we should 
pray for the men just the same. Through 
prayer, we may expect to see leaders 
brought, by the impact of supernatural 
power, to conform to the will and pur- 
poses of God for the Nation. 


Christians often speak these days of 
having spiritual liberty when they take 
the new President before the Lord in 
prayer. If he is to successfully purge 
the Executive Department of the Govern- 
ment of Communistic influences, he will 
need spiritual help from God’s people. 


I have been greatly touched in my 
own heart by the humble attitude of this 
plain man who comes from the common 
walks of life. On the first Sunday in 
Washington, following his elevation to 
the Presidency, he attended an interde- 
nominational Protestant Church service. 
He was accompanied by his wife and 
daughter.

through their chosen representatives in 
Congress, complete control of the Na- 
tion’s money AT ITS SOURCE. This 
clause is found in Article 1, Section 8: 
“The Congress shall have power to coin 
money, regulate the value thereof and 
of foreign coin, and fix the standard of 
weights and measures.” 


Yet, in the very first Congress, an Act 
was passed at the instance of Alexander 
Hamilton, our first Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, whereby a so-called Bank of the 
United States was created as a private- 
ly-owned monopoly grant for twenty 
years, expiring March 4, 1811. Dr. Sul- 
livan shows how the pirates who be- 
came the invisible rulers of America 
“caused so many crises during the 
twenty year tenure, that efforts to renew 
the charfer in 1811 were defeated.” 





During the debate in Congress which 
preceded the vote in which the charter 
was nullified, Henry Clay exposed the 
fact that the real owners of the bank 
were not even citizens of the United 
States. They resided in the countries of 
Europe. 


But five years later, on April 10, 1816, 
another similar financial octopus was 
created. This resulted in “a series of 
raids upon the prosperity of the people.” 
President Andrew Jackson saw through 
the whole scheme of human enslave- 
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ment, and by veto, July 10, 1832, de- 
stroyed the octopus. 


Pages 15 and 16 of “The Key to Peace 
and Freedom” contain quotations from 
the utterances of Jackson which should 
be engraved on the walls of every of- 
fice in House and Senate office build- 
ings at Washington, D. C., as a constant 
reminder to our lawmakers, that the right 
to create American money should be im- 
mediately taken out of the hands of priv- 
ate individuals and restored to the 
people. 








Jackson’s salutary warning did not, 
however, put an end to either the hopes 
or the efforts of organized despoilers. 
So, Chapter Two traces the trail of the 
serpent, operating underground and be- 
hind the scenes, through the Adminis- 
trations of John Tyler and Abraham Lin- 
coln, down to the time when Paul War- 
burg shackled the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem upon a gullible and unsuspecting 
public. 


Inviting attention to the Jewish En- 
cyclopedia, page 502, Dr. Sullivan ex- 
plains that Premier Disraeli, of Great 
Britain, was an intimate friend of Lionel 
de Rothschild—whom Disreali “ideal- 
ized” in his book “Coningsby.” Roths- 
child is pictured as “lord and master of 
the money-market of the world,” and 
Disraeli says: 


“THE WORLD IS GOVERNED BY 
VERY DIFFERENT PERSONAGES FROM 
WHAT IS IMAGINED BY THOSE WHO 
ARE NOT BEHIND THE SCENES.” 


With this in the background, Dr. Sulli- 
van takes up the person of Paul War- 


burg and the Federal Reserve Banking 


System of the United States. Unfortun- 
ately, many regard this privately con- 
trolled money monopoly as being a 
branch of the Government, like for in- 
stance, the Post Office department. This, 
most emphatically, is NOT the case. 


Turning his attention to Communism, 
Dr. Sullivan explodes the myth that the 
red menace originated with the Russian 
people: “The so-called dictatorship of 
the proletariat, which took over the Rus- 
sian people in 1917, was not of Russian 
origin or direction, but was the work of 
internationalists who made Russia the 
first victim nation of Marxian Com- 
munism.” 

International Communism has its his- 
torical roots in international finance. 


Concerning this fact, the Author does not 
leave the shadow of a doubt. Once this

is understood, thoughtful people have a 
key to the causes behind the present 
catastrophic state of affairs. 


Space is not available to review what 
the Author has to say about Clinton 
Roosevelt (an ancestor of the late Presi- 
dent), who lived contemporaneously 
with Karl Marx and held similar views 
... the rise of the so-called Dictatorship 
of the Proletariat . . . the plague of So- 
cialistic creeping paralysis ...

leveled at him that he is a foe of all re- 
ligion and morality.” 


To forestall such charges, Dr. Sullivan 
quotes from George Washington's Fare- 
well Address to show that he subscribes 
to doctrines, which the first President, 
with extraordinary foresight, also ex- 
pounded. Jewish, Catholic and Pro- 
testant authorities are permitted to speak 
for themselves: 


(1) The Jewish Chronicle (London) of 
April 1919: “There is much in the fact 
of Bolshevism itself, in the fact that so 
many Jews are Bolsheviks, in the fact 
that the ideals of Bolshevism at many 
points are consonant with the finest 
ideals of Judaism.” 


The American Hebrew Magazine, 
September 10, 1920: “What Jewish ideal- 
ism and Jewish discontent have so pow- 
erfully contributed to accomplish in Rus- 
sia, the same historic qualities of the 
Jewish mind and heart are tending to 
promote in other countries.” 


The American Jewish Journal, Decem- 
ber 1933: “A Jew is president of the State 
Bank. Jews occupy almost all important 
ambassadorial positions of the Soviet 
Union. Anti-Semitism has been declared 
a State offence (in Russia) and is pun- 
ished as counter-revolution.” 


Having access to one of the few Eng- 
lish translations of the Talmud, Dr. Sul- 
livan quotes at length from its pages... 
and reproduces other pertinent utter- 
ances from Jewish sources. 


(2) Under the caption, “Political, Ca- 





tholicism,” we read: “While a religious 
Catholic always respects the office of 
Pope as a religious office, he cannot 
recognize it as extending beyond the do- 
main of faith and morals, and he accepts 
no so-called authoritative direction by 


the Pope or any other ecclesiastic in the 


field of political advocacy. The religious 
Catholic adheres to the ETERNAL VERI- 
TIES, and treats Socialism and Chris- 
tianity as hopelessly incompatible.” 
Passing over several pages, the Read- 
er finds this statement of candid, con- 


structive criticism on page 4l—which, 
coming from the pen of a Catholic lay- — 


man, gives it tremendous force: 


“On April 29, 1814, Pope Pius VII 
exercised what he claimed to be a right. 


not only to condemn a violation by the — 


State of the Law of God, but to insist 
that freedom of worship without distinc- 
tion ought not to be recognized by the 
State. The occasion was the then pend- 
ing new French Constitution, and Pius 
VII said: ‘By the fact that the FREEDOM 
OF ALL FORMS OF WORSHIP without 
distinction is proclaimed, truth is con- 
fused with error.’ 


“In 1922, the so-called National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, made up 
largely of political-minded members of 
the American Catholic Hierarchy, sought 
to propagate in America such unfortun- 
ate and unsound political ideas by pub- 
lishing a book Which was repeatedly re- 
published to and including 1937, titled 
‘The State and the Church.’” 


Dr. Sullivan, because of his knowl- 
edge, experience and attainments as @ 
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Layman, is qualified to give the follow- 
ing admonition and expect it to be favor- 
ably received: 


é 

“The arrogance and discrimination of 
political Catholicism, thus displayed, de- 
manded concerted action by Catholic 
laity against it, just as the even greater 
arrogance and discrimination of politi- 
cal Judaism should have concerted op- 
position by the Jewish laity. Except in 
Britain, where a so-called Theocracy is 
maintained, political Protestantism, while 
also tending to subvert individual liberty 
by its politics in the name of religion, 
seems not to have adopted a policy of 
arrogance and discrimination, in addi- 
tion.” 


(3) In discussing the subject of “Po- 
litical Protestantism,” the radical, left- 
wing policies and practices of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches is found to be 
highly objectionable. 


Quoting from page 44: “In the so- 
called Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America Handbook of: the 
Churches (1930), the assertion was made: 
‘The day is past when any realm of our 
economic, industrial, social, political or

Dr. Sullivan draws this part of his 
treatise to a close: “Even the disastrous 
experiences of the Catholic Church with 
political Catholicism during the period 
which led up to the Reformation seem to 
have been as futile in awakening 
Protestantism as Catholicism. Politics in 
the name of religion seem to obtain a 
kind of stronghold upon all religions 
which take on the barnacle of politics.” 


Christians should interest themselves 
as individuals, in the affairs of State. 
Under the American system, all groups 
and races have a right to be heard—and 
this involves a solemn obligation that 
every citizen contribute something to the 
Processes of democracy. But when one 
religious body tries, through political 
machinations, to saddle its particular

It 
was lively with Bible stories, and filled with illustrative storied 
showing how the Bible lessons apply to the problems of daily 
life. His own classes greeted the litile paper with enthusiasm.

He Went With Me Through The Valley

LEVE JOHNSON, a quiet God-honor- 
ing insurance man in his late thirties, 
sat reading the Bible in the day coach of 
a Burlington train that thundered west- 
ward through the night. Across from him 
sat Phil Cochran, and two fellow divinity 
“ students from a liberal seminary near 
Chicago. It being vacation time, they 
were homeward bound, making the best 
of the meager comforts at hand. They 
tried to sleep, but every now and then 
one of them awoke to marvel at the 
persistence of the man across the aisle 
who, hour after hour, remained en- 
grossed in the written Word. 


When morning finally came the trio 
made their way to the wash room and 
began a discussion of the man, who all 
night long, had been absorbed “in the 
Scriptures. They were unable to under- 
stand what he could possibly find to hold 
his attention, to the extent of forgetting 
the heat, noise and discomfort of such a 
stuffy coach. 

When finally their ablutions were fin- 





ished and they were on their way to 
the diner, Cochran said to his compan- 
ions: “Let's have. some fun with him. 
I'll bet he’s a hick from timber tall uncut, 
who regards common sense as blas- 
phemy and scientific fact as atheism.” 


“You might be surprised.” answered 
Charlie Searles, an eager-eyed young 
student, “he may be a chap like Pro- 
fessor Thorstein. He, you remember, is 
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always reading and quoting the Bible, 
but for all that he doesn’t believe a word 
of it.” 


“Oh, Thorstein is different,” interposed 
Jack Bonham, the hero-worshipping third 
member of the group. “He says that the 
woods are full of people who seek solace 
in religious escapism. He thinks pover- 
ty and ignorance find psychic compen- 
sation in an ostentatious piety. He says, 
“When a man loses his Packard, he will 
parade his God.’” 


Searles continued: “This fellow prob- 
ably lost about all he had on earth dur 
ing the depression, and waits for the 
Second Coming in the hope that Christ 
will take vengeance on those who 
wronged him.” 


Upon reaching the dining car, they 
found their intended victim already. 
seated at a table. There being three 


seats empty, the young men took them, | 
and continued talking, in the hope of 


learning what his untutored reactio 
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would be to their enlightened conversa- 
tion. 

“Ks we were saying,” Cochran began, 
addressing Bonham, “the revolutionary 
changes in our economic structure 
brought on by a world wide depression, 
have had a disintegrative effect on all 
Protestant denominations. Large num- 
bers of our labor and rural people, find- 
ing it impossible to keep up with the 
Joneses and sustain a conventionally 
educated ministry and other cultural 
appurtenances of the Church, have split 
off and flocked to tabernacles and mis- 
sions and store-front Churches, where 
there is more noise and less responsi- 
bility. In these groups, there are no so- 
cial or intellectual standards to main- 
tain. ..All that is required from the 
Preacher, is that he have a loud voice 
and a good personality.” 


“Probably.” Searles observed, “if the 
denominations had not only listened, but 
actually put into practice the recom- 
mendations of E. Stanley Jones, and 
Kagawa, this exodus from the estab- 
lished order could have been avoided.” 


“May it not be that in a world of hav- 
ers and wanters, of independents and 
dependents, these periodic exodi are al- 
most inevitable? After all, we are be- 
ing educated to preach Christ and the 
tradition that He fed the hungry, healed 
the sick and raised the dead,” Bonham 
said reflectively. 

“T cannot follow that doctrine,” Searles 
explained, “I take it to mean that Jesus 
intended His followers so to organize as 
to exercise power over the forces that 
produced hunger, sickness and untimely 
death. But I do not see where the Church 
does anything to control these predatory 
powers.” 

“I doubt if the present-day Church can 
prove that she is not identified with 
them,” Cochran interjected positively. 
“It always has been a policy of the de- 
nominations to cater to the rich. Ol’ time 
religion and back to the Bible stuff have 
had their day. The Church must be 
streamlined to the requirements of the 
machine age. An enlightened Com- 
munism is the Gospel for today. Psycho- 
analysis must take the place of confes- 
sion. Psychiatry must resolve the sin 
complex, and a rational adjustment to 
social requirements must be substituted 
for the outmoded wrath of God. Our job 
is to train.the Church so that she will be 
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able to meet modern needs in a modern 
way.” Then turning to Cleve Johnson he 
asked, “What do you think of that, my 
friend?” 


“Hebrews 13:8,” Cleve replied. “It 
reads, ‘Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today, and for ever.’ He is the Rock 
of unchanging truth. He is the Rock of 
eternal reality in the weary land of tem- 
poral illusions. When we leave that Rock 
we simply wallow in intellectual quick- 
sands of scientific nomenclature.” 


And then, leaning back, he looked 
Cochran straight in the eye, saying: “Re- 
member these words, my young friend 
. » » Upon the Rock of eternal truth con- 
fessed by Peter shall the incarnate Word 
build the temple of His elect. I am sorry 
that I have to change cars at the next 
station. I would like to talk to you at 
greater length about the Rock that is 
higher than I. All I can say is, ‘Other 
foundation can no man lay than that is 
laid, which is Jesus Christ.’ The Eternal 
One laid that foundation from the begin- 
ning, and it will remain when the wood, 
hay and stubble of our devising have 
been purged away.” With this Cleve 
Johnson rose and retukmed to the day 
coach. 
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No sooner was he gone, than the stu- 
dents went into a huddle. “What do you 
think of his line?” Bonham asked genu- 
inely curious. 

“Oh, just the same old evangelical 
stuff. Bible quotations, that's all,” an- 
swered Cochran. “There wasn’t a scin- 
tilla of science or practical philosophy in 
what he said.” 


“Probably not,” Searles reflected, “but 
there was something in my mother’s 
faith that made me decide on a theologi- 
cal career. I am sorry to say the school 
killed the urge in me to labor and. sacri- 
fice for my God. In spite of all I have 
learned in the past two years, I some 
times feel there must be something more 
to the Gospel than wages, sewers, bath- 
tubs, prohibition and pacifism. I feel 
that the real Gospel deals with a deeper 
need, but just what that need is we are 
not told.” 

“The modern clergyman’s business is 
to route out superstition.” Cochran re- 
plied with biting emphasis. “Only a 
Gospel based on positive knowledge of

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man’s biologic, sociologic, psychologic 
and economic needs can fill that bill. 
The modern Church must dethrone 
myths, and enthrone reason. Fossils, 
such as our Bible-quoting friend, will in 
time be buried. Our job is to preach 
science and help to bring about a world 
wide social readjustment, or revolution, 
if you please.” 


“You may be right, Cochran,” Searles 
assented meekly, “but for all that, I 
would like to hear more from our Bible- 
reading friend. I can’t help but feel he 
has something our professors have for- 
gotten or never possessed.” 


“There is, I suppose, in all of us an 
atavistic longing to worship the queer.” 
Cochran opined. “But it will take more 
than Bible texts to bring about the reign 
of righteousness upon the earth.” 


They had reached their transfer point 
and Cleve Johnson, having gone ahead, 
was the first to leave the train and make 
his way to the depot. Searles and Bon- 
ham followed, the younger men being 
eager to ply him with more questions. 


It was in reply to a question by 
Searles that Johnson said: “Boys, you 
are young and brilliant, but I am afraid 
you have been burnished with a wrong 
powder. The glory of Christ, that one 
looks for in a divinity student, in your 
case, has a dangerously red tinge. An 
honest study of the Bible will convince 
anyone that both our individual situa- 
tion, as well as our international situa- 
tion, are a hopeless wreck afloat on the 
turbulent sea of destiny. They need sal- 
vation at the hand of a higher power 
than either individual man, or collectiv- 
ized society, can evolve.” 


“What do you mean by salvation?” 
Cochran snapped. He had joined the 
group and stood like a glowering an- 
tagonist to all that was being said. 


“Salvage.” Cleve answered, “is the 
nautical equivalent of the world. It is 
applied politically when the Ship of 
State is flotsam and rudderless on the 
historic sea. In that case it needs a 
hawser from one more mighty than she, 
and when this takes place the vessel is 
said to be salvaged. When a man real- 
izes that he cannot solve infinite prob- 
lems with a finite intellect, and that he 
therefore is hopelessly lost on the sea of 
life, he, too, needs a savior.”

snapped incredulously. 


“It is written, “Without me ye can do 
nothing,” Cleve quoted in reply. “You 
just try to save this world from its in- 
herent evils in your own strength, and L, 
on the basis of the written Word, will 
guarantee your failure.” 


“Do you really believe that Jesus takes 
a personal interest in the affairs of men?” 
Searles asked eagerly. 


“All I know is that it is written, ‘I go 
to prepare a place for you; that where I 
am, there ye may be also.’ That is for 
the individual. But to the nations he 
says, ‘The kingdoms of this world are (to) 
become the kingdoms of our Lord, and 
of his Christ.’ After His resurrection, and 
just before His ascension, Jesus said, 
‘Lo, 1 am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.’ Jesus broadcasts 
eternal life to those who will accept by 
the medium of God's Holy Spirit. Thus, 
when a man has repented from trying 
to tell God what He should do nationally, 
internationally, politically, socially, re- 
ligiously and, for him individually, such 
a man is converted to the will of God 
and enabled to strengthen his brethren 
who like him have repented from self- 
seeking. Thus, in love serving one an- 
other in the realm of faith, the new crea- 
ture grows in grace and truth with 
God and man.” 


“If that is old time theology, then why 
did it let the world go to the bow-wows 
when it had practically undisputed sway 
over the civilized world?” Cochran asked 
with a sardonic grin upon his hawklike 
face.

But as she looked into his face, 
she realized that he was as tall as a full- 
grown man. He would be eighteen in 
just a few weeks.

But her son’s pleading and his en- 
thusiastic yearning finally made her 
promise that she would let him know 
tomorrow.

She 
clasped her hands in prayer and her 
body shook with sobs. 

But/the next morning at breakfast, she 
knew. as she looked in her son’s face, 
full of boyish anticipation, that she could 
not refuse.

And the boy rushed to take her in his 
arms and smother her face with kisses.

They went together to the recruiting 
office and there the mother was much 
cheered by what she was told. 


Then, as the boy was leaving the 
house for the last time, she calmly put 
her arms about him and kissed him ten- 
derly, and taking from her dresser a 
small gold cross on a finely spun gold 
chain, she placed it reverently about his 
neck. 


“I saw one of the identification tags 
on a boy’s neck yesterday. Will you 
carry this always?” 

“Yes, Mother. I'll keep it always and 
every time I look at it, I will think of 
you.” 

“And of Jesus, my boy!” she whis- 
pered. 

“Yes, Mother. I will never forget.” 


The boy's cheerful, enthusiastic let- 
ters were so filled with youthful charm 
that her worries and fears soon van- 
ished and she looked forward to the 
postman’s coming with happy eager- 
ness. 

Then she got word that the boy was 
coming: home for a visit. “I have a sea- 
man’s rating, now Mother.” he wrote. 
But the Mother was astonished when 
she saw him. When he left, he had 
seemed such a child. Now, he seemed 
so manly. She was proud and ‘happy. 

The next letters were from Honolulu, 
and then Manila. His description of 
everything he was seeing and doing 
was so vivid, and he seemed so happy 
that her heart was filled with joy. 
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Then came the news of Pearl Harbor, 
followed by the attack on Manila. 


The boy was taken prisoner, together 
with many others. They were transferred 
to a prison camp somewhere in the 
islands. The mother heard nothing more 
except that he was “missing.” 


The rest of the story was told by a 
marine who had been in the same camp 
but had managed to escape. One day, 
the prisoners were lined up for “inspec- 
tion.” They had been ordered stripped 
of all clothing. : 


The boy had left the little gold cross 
and its chain about his neck. When the 
Japanese Major saw the cross, he be- 
came furiously angry. Without any ex- 
planation, he grasped the chain in his 
hand to tear it from the boy’s neck. 
The boy reached and grasped the Ma- 
jor’s hands and begged him not to take 
it. “It's from my Mother: It's from my 
Mother!” : 

But the officer tore at it and, as he did 
so, his finger was cut by the tiny chain. 
He stepped back a pace and, pulling his 


gun from the holster, shot the boy 


through the heart, killing him instantly. 


The other prisoners started toward the 
Major, but were met with bayonets and 
forced back. The prisoners were forced 
to dig a grave, but they hid the cross 
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and chain before they buried him. For 
a tombstone they made a litile cross, 
and placed it at the head. 


The following day, the Japanese Ma- 
jor came by and, upon seeing the cross, 
ordered it removed. The returned sol- 
dier who related this incident to the 
writer, said: “There was a look of hate 
so terrible in his eyes that it was awful 

‘to see.” 


Then, one bright beautiful morning, 
when the sun was bathing the earth 
with heat and shadow, it was noticed 
that a pole, with a cross piece near its 





top, cast a shadow over the boy’s grave, 
making a-perfect shadowy cross. One 
after another, the prisoners went out to 
see it. This created so much attention 
that finally it reached the ears of the 
Japanese Major. Fuming,' he too came 
out. He ordered the prisoners to chop 
down the pole. Reluctantly and prayer- 
fully, they cut the pole. And, then when 
falling, it fell over the boy’s grave leav- 
ing a deep indentation of a cross in the 
soft surface. 


The pole was taken away and the 
Major seemed satisfied. About three 
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weeks later, one of the prisoners was 
passing the grave when he noticed a 
peculiar new growth over the surface. 
The place where the cross-tie and pole 
had crushed the soft ground was over- 
grown with new growth, and its greenish 
field had formed a perfect cross over the 
boy's grave. 

(This-incident was related to Mr. Frey by 
an eye-witness—an American soldier who has 
returned home from the Pacific theater of 
war.) 
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+ ipa title of this article may seem a 

little strange. It is true to Scripture, 
however, as we shall see presently. 

Let us be. reminded of Christ's ad- 
monition: “Lay not up for yourselves 
treasures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt. and where thieves 
break through and steal.” 


“Seek ye first the-kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you.” This can 
mean but one thing: FIRST, if we main- 
tain a right relationship with God and 
His Kingdom: SECOND, our daily life 
will find proper adjustment to the law 
of supply and demand so that physical 
needs are properly supplied. Right 
spiritual attitude assures material abun- 
dance. “These things”—these material 
things “shall be added unto you.” 


TWO DIFFERENT JUDGMENTS 

Every born again believer, according 
to the Word of God, must stand before 
the Judgment Seat of Christ. This is not 
the Great White Throne Judgment. It is 
the time and place, where the Christian 
receives his rewards—and where his 
deeds will be judged good and bad. 
Your works will be tested to determine 
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whether you built in this life, on hay, 
wood and stubble; or gold, silver and 
precious stones. See I Corinthians 3:12. 


“For we must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ that every one 
may receive the things done in the body, 
according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad.” II Corinthians 5:10. 


One of the supreme tests of Christian 
character and service depends upon 
how a person is able to answer this 
question: “Do you give God what right- 
fully belongs to him?” 

Inspiration asks through the lips of 
Malachi: “Will a man rob God?” Many 
fail utterly to give heed to the warning 
that accompanies the asking of this 
question. Listen: “Yet ye have robbed 
me. But ye say, Wherein have we 
robbed thee? In tithes and offerings. Ye 
are cursed with a curse: for ye have 
robbed me, even this whole nation.” 

Christians who refuse to give the tithe, 
ten per.cent of their earnings, to the sup- 
port of Kingdom work, are WAITING 
TRIAL FOR ROBBERY at the Judgment 
Seat of Christ. 
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BLESSINGS FOR OBEDIENCE 

Remember, follower of the Christ— 
You are a steward. All that you have is 
given of God. In fact, you are not even 
your own. Your body does not belong to 
you. All that you are, or ever will be, is 
the Lord’s. We are robbing God if we 
retain His part, namely the tithe. We are 
also robbing God if no offering is forth- 
coming beyond the title. Malachi’s na- 
tiom robbed God “In tithes AND OFFER- 
INGS!” 


God never intended we should use 
His money. The tithe belongs to Him. You 
have no right to touch it. If you do; if you 
take it, then you are a robber-—-as guilty 
as if you robbed a bank. You have‘no 
right to God’s tenth. If you steal it, you 
will pay a mighty high rate of interest! 
The tithe is the Lord's. 


You can test this proposition in many 
ways. If God can get along on one-tenth, 
surely you can get along on nine-tenths. 
I will stand on this fact every time: 
Nine-tenths, plus the blessings of the

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Lord, can go further than ten-tenths with- 
out His blessing. 


Here are people today, making big 
money, several hundred dollars a month. 
Sunday morning comes and they drop 
twenty-five or fifty cents in the collec- 
tion plate. Then they have the audacity 
to stand up and sing, “Praise God from 
Whom All Blessings Flow.” 


I can give testimony to the spiritual 
and material blessings that accompany 
tithing the income. As a Minister of the 
Gospel for the past twenty years, I have 
been a faithful steward in matters of fi- 
nance. Not only have I always given 
one-tenth of my income, but anywhere 
from twenty to thirty-five per cent, and 
I have some times been amazed at the 
way the Lord has openéd the windows 
of heaven and blessed me and my fam- 
ily in return. 


“GIMM-E GIMM-E GIMM-E” 


We have people in our Churches to- 
day, when they are sick, they send for 
the Preacher. When things go wrong, 
they call on God for help. They get all 
they can out of the Church but give little 
of their substance to help it succeed. 
Week in and week out, they attend Bible 
School and hear sermons from the Word. 
But their souls are shrivelled. They be- 
long to the “gimm-e gang.” It is always, 
gimm-e this, gimm-e that, gimm-e the 
other thing. 

I am going to be honest with you: If 
I was guilty of robbing God, I would not 
have the courage to get down on my 
knees and lift up my voice in prayer for 
help, in time of need and adversity. If 
you set your heart on money, then 
money will be your curse! 


Money drives people mad. Set your 
heart upon it, place it above other things 
in your life, make it your god, and the 
blessing of God will leave you. Perhaps 
you have a knack for producing wealth 
and you have allowed this to crowd out 
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other things of greater importance in 
your life. Just remember this: You can 
not take it with you after death. There 
are no pockets in a shroud. There are 
no stocks and bonds in a coffin. 


I know people so busy making money 
that they cannot find time to pray. They 
have no time left to read God’s Word or 
to attend Church. When you haye the 
God-given strength to make $75.00 a 
week, the least you can do is turn back 
what belongs to the Giver of “every 
good and perfect gift.” That is $7.50. Let 
it be definitely understood that all who 
earn, inherit or produce an income of 
any kind, SHOULD TITHE. 


STANDING TRIAL 


Now, I ask you to think about Ananias 
and Sapphira. Read the record, with me, 
in Acts 5:1-10. 


Here was a husband and wife delib- 
erately conspiring to promote their self- 
ish purposes in defiance of the best in- 
terests of the Church. This was the first 
shadow cast upon the bright form of the 
early Church—and the circumstances re- 
lated to money. The Church may there- 
fore truly say: “The love of money is the 
root of all evil.” 


A holy rivalry had sprung up among 
the new Christians. This zeal evidently 
outran sound principle and fundamental 
qualities of character, in the persons of 
Ananias and Sapphira. The sale of the 
property was purely a voluntary act on 
their part. They were not told to do it. 
They did not have to do it. The coolness 
with which they planned the deception 
testifies to the fact of “deceitfulness of 
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riches.” Only the love of money could 
promote such a heinous crime. 


These people proved themselves to be 
a couple of crooked saints, lying saints, 
robbing saints. They STOOD TRIAL FOR 
ROBBERY, in the presence of the 
Apostles, and were convicted. They 
robbed God. The Holy Spirit knows the 
heart. His presence is supernatural and 
therefore omniscient. This circumstance 
shows that the Third Member of the 
Eternal Trinity is personally concerned 
with the financial program of the Church. 


Ananias and Sapphira agreed to tell 
the same lie. He told Peter they collected 
a certain sum. The Apostle asked: 
“Rnanias, why hath Satan filled thine 
heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to 
keep back part of the price of the land?” 
Notice, this man’s sin was AGAINST 
THE HOLY GHOST.. He dropped dead 
and young men carried him out. 


Three hours later, Sapphira came in 
and told exactly the same falsehood. 
“Then Peter said unto her, How is it that 
ye have agreed together to tempt the 
Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet of 
them which have buried thy husband 
are-at the door, and shall carry thee 
out.” 


Oh! the deceitfulness of riches! 


The financial part of God’s program 
on this earth cannot be evaded or avoid 
ed. It is a problem to be mastered in 
each one of our lives. If you rob God, 
do not expect to enjoy full blessing for 
other forms of service rendered. 


There are court cases without num- 
ber, where men have been compelled to 
pay back every penny taken from other 
men by fraud. If the Holy Spirit has en- 
lightened you, and convinced you, and 
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convicted you, in the matter of paying 
fithes—from the hour you thus became 
enlightened, you are God’s debtor in 
money matters. Don’t think that God can 
be successfully defrauded. 


THE COMMANDMENT IS SURE 


You will have to answer; I will have 
to answer—and show whether or not we 
have built on hay, wood and stubble. If 
so, our works will be burned, and that is 
matter that has to do with crowns and 


rewards. 


Personally: If I was going to commit 
robbery or go into the business of steal- 
ing, I would rather steal from man than 
God. It is a miserably mean thing for a 
person whom God has blessed with 
health and the capacity of making 
money, to deliberately steal from Him. 
Yet, you are a free moral agent and can 
do such a thing if you so prefer. But, 
you will some day stand trial for rob- 
bery if you do. Adversity is bound to 
come your way. 


We read in Jeremiah 17:11, “As the 
partridge sitteth on eggs and hatcheth 
them not: so he that getteth riches, and 
not by right, shall leave them in the 
midst of his days, and at his end shall 
be a fool.” 


Now listen to me: Money not con- 
nected with the Lord, is cursed money. 
I want no money, no substance, none of 
this world’s goods that I cannot ask God 
to bless. I pray, when the time comes for 
me to leave this life, that conscience be- 
fore God will be clear. Certainly, I do

The 
Duke of Guise shouts from 
the street below, “Throw him 
down.” The face is smeared 
with blood, the body broken 
in many places. Officers gloat 
over the form of one who was 
ever equal and frequently su- 
perior to them, in the field, and 
in the cabinet. 


But... “Vengeance is mine; 
I will repay, saith the Lord.”

A soldier severs the head 
from the body and delivers it 
to Catherine. So, the head of 
another John the Baptist is 
given to another Herodias!

Bells are tolling in every 
steeple. Torches blaze in the 
streets. Paris is in a state oi 
bedlam.

in doors, dashing into chambers, mur- 
dering men and women and children in 
their beds, or plunging spears into 
bodies of those who try to flee. Muskets 
are flashing. Charles himself fires upon 
groups of Protestants who came begging 
for protection. All through the night, 


.scenes of horror, death, destruction of 


life and property, are enacted.

Families are broken up. There are sud- 
den partings, husbands from wives, par- 
ents from children, young men from 
maidens they love, never to meet again 
this side of the grave. In the river that 
flows through Paris, ‘there are thousands 
of floating corpses—men, women and 
children. Age and sex mean nothing to 
the enemies of the true Christians.

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‘SEVEN years have 
passed since Doctor Luther 
nailed his 95 theses to the door 
of Castle Church at Witten- 
berg, Germany. During this 
period, men have been doing 
more and more thinking for 
themselves in the countries of 
Europe. The open Bible has 
brought enlightenment and en- 
couraged independence of 
thought. 


Now, the scene changes and 
we are back to the year 1547, 
in the old town of Meaux, 
France... 

Meaux is a wicked place,

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It seems that only dissolute lives are to 
be found there. But a man arrives in the 
community carrying a Bible. It is printed 
in the French language, having been 
translated and published by a former 
Priest, named James Lefevre. 


This visitor, a Gospel Preacher, tells 
the people they must repent of sin and 
live righteously. He preaches so faith- 
fully that in a short time Meaux becomes 
one of the most orderly places in all 
Trance. Instead of blaspheming, the 
peasants sing Psalms. Instead of carous- 
ing at night, they hold prayer-meetings. 
Peasants become Preachers. They go 
to other towns and thus the Gospel mes- 
sage spreads. A revival is in progress. 


A poor potter, by the name of Bernard 
Palissy, becomes a Protestant convert. 
He knows how to set glass and draw 
portraits. He travels from village to vil- 
lage, working and preaching. He has 
only meager existence but accomplishes 
a great deal of good in the service of his 
Lord and Master. 


He makes a trip that takes him to the 
southwest corner of France, and pauses 
at the city of Saintes. There he finds an 
enamel teacup, made in Italy. Nobody 
in France knows how to manufacture 
such a product. 


How is the coat of glazed substance 
produced and put on the piece of pot- 
tery? He resolves to find out. It must 
be done by intense heat. He builds a 
furnace and begins experiments. The 
glazing refuses to melt. Palissy sits six 
nights in succession watching the fur- 
nace, but with no visible results. He is

almost in despair. The fuel is giving 
out. More heat must be produced. He 
does not dare leave the premises in 
search of wood. 


He seizes chairs, breaks them up and 
feeds the flames. Still the glazing does 
not melt. He chops the table to pieces, 
and then other pieces of furniture. “More 
wood! More wood!” he cries. 


Perseverance is finally rewarded. The 
cup gives up its secret. The glazing 
melts. This feat inaugurates a new era 
in the manufacture of earthenware 
among the countries of Europe. 


The potter becomes a full-time Preach- 
er. Others imitate him. Congregations 
of worshippers, wholly independent of 
Rome, are established. It is a crime to 
read the Bible—but enlightened souls in- 


sist upon reading anyway! The print- 
ing-press, a recent invention, is at work 
turning out the Word of God. Peddlers 
carry copies in their packs. People buy 
and read them secretly. The new system 
gets a foothold all over the kingdom. 
The flame which ignited at Wittenberg, 
spreads throughout France. 

Those who join in the “Protest” and 
become “Protesters,” or PROTESTANTS, 
love to sing. They sing Psalms at home, 
? the field, on the streets. Others laugh, 

eer, ridicule and call them “Hugnons” 


aasdidlalle people who sing in public \ 


places. They soon become known as 
“HUGUENOTS.” 

Meaux is a model community. Enemies 
of Christ, determined to destroy the great 
spiritual revival which is daily gather- 
ing momentum, send soldiers into the 
city, shouting: “Cut the throats of the 
heretics.” 


They seize the unresisting inhabitants, 
carve out tongues, gash faces, cleave 
heads open. Some are thrown into 
prison. Others maimed for life. Fourteen 
are burned alive in one day. 


From Meaux, the ruffians go to Merin- 


dol. The same orgy of bloodshed is re- 
peated. Spears are plunged into the 
breasts of defenseless, unresisting peo- 
ple. Men, women and children are 
hurled from high walls, to rocks below. 
Houses and goods are seized. Indescrib- 
able desolation is the result. 


Are the followers of Christ guilty of 
some wrong? Are they seditionists? 
Have they committed a crime? No. They 
are law-abiding, peace-loving citizens. 


They are thinking for themselves .. . 
reading the Bible . ... exercising free con- 
science in matters pertaining to religious 
worship. For this they are persecuted. 


No group, or race of people in the his- 
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tory of the world have been so misused 
as the Protestant followers of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. But in centuries past, they 
have grown strong through suffering. 
Only during recent decades, basking in 
the warmth of material prestige, has 
the Church become weak, flabby and 
worldly. Prosperity weakens. Persecu- 
tion strengthens. Resistance to pressure 
hardens both physical and soul muscles.

is only one Huguenot Church in 
the United States at the present time. 
It is located in Charleston, South Caro- 
lina. This Congregation, established in 
the year 1681, stands as a symbol of 
Protestant strength and achievement in 
the Western Hemisphere. It is a solemn 
reminder of what Protestants of earlier 
times endured, that the royal heritage of 
the Faith might be handed down to our 
day and genefation. 


' A group of persecuted French believ- 
ers fled to Charleston one year after the 
city was established. Like their illustri- 
ous progenitors, they were searching for 
religious liberty—a place where they 
could worship God unmolested, accord- 
ing to the dictates of conscience. Charles- 
ton became a haven of rest to their souls. 


Last month, Sunday, May 13th, 
marked the Hundredth Anniversary of 
worship in the present edifice. Special 
services, appropriate to an event of such 
historical importance, were conducted 
by the use of song, sermon and Scrip- 
ture. During the 264 years of the Con- 
gregation’s existence, three buildings 
have been erected on the same site. 


The Reverend George J. Gongaware, 
D.D., a Pastor of Lutheran persuasion, 
is the present Minister-in-charge. He di- 
rected the festivities of May 13th, and 
preaches regularly from this important, 
historical pulpit. 


The Congregation is justly proud of 
its traditions ... its Pastor... its build- 
ing... and its standing as one of 
Charleston’s most valued institutions. 
The officials of the Church prepared the 
following Declaration and caused it to 
be published, in connection with the 
Celebration described above:

VE years ago, New Dealers 
started out to make America over. 
They have encountered innumerable dif- 
ficulties. They have succeeded, how- 
ever, in creating a great deal of con- 
fusion and much unnecessary suffer- 
ing. But thus far, all efforts to reduce us 
to the level of a Fascist-Communist state 
have failed. AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTY 
HAS STOOD IN THEIR WAY. 


Free speech, free press, right of wor- 
ship, the privilege of casting a secret 
ballot—these liberties produce a strong, 
virile, healthy nation that does not 
quickly succumb to enemy assaults. 
Time and again, the White House 
“palace guard,” have attacked this bul- 
wark of American civilization. While the 
destroyers have in some measure suc- 
ceeded, yet aroused and enlightened 
public opinion has, each time, held 
them in check. Free speech and free 
press have been particularly repugnant 
to the New Dealers. 


In December, 1943, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Walker arbitrarily ordered can- 
celled, the second class mailing privi- 
lege of a certain secular magazine. 
The financial loss to the publishers 
would have amounted to approximately 
$500,000 annually on mailing alone. In- 
stead of accepting this ruling of the Post 
Office Department, the matter was 
taken into court. On June 4th, the Federal 
Court of Appeals at Washington handed 
down a decision against the government 
which gave the magazine clearance and 
removed bureaucratic shackles. The 
opinion, written by Mr. Justice Thurman 
Arnold, expressed the hope that “this is 
the last time a government agency will 
attempt” such illegal procedure in de- 
fiance of American Civil Liberty.

OME uninformed or misinformed peo-

Through the pages of this book, one 


‘travels with the Lambie Party over the 
wilds of Ethiopia, into the more civilized 


areas of the Country, visits the Palace 


of Haile Selassie, comes back to America, 
tours the United States holding religious 
Services, returns to Africa and finally 





settles in the Sudan across the line from 
Ethiopia. 


There is no ostentation in Dr. Lambie’s 
literary style. He tells his story in plain, 
simple, matter-of-fact language. Hard- 
ship, privation, war, joy, sorrow—are 
taken in the same stride.

When the Italians invaded Ethiopia, 
Protestant Missionaries found life un- 
bearable, This is illustrated by the tragic 
bombing of the Mission Station of which 
Rev. M. I. Forsberg was in charge. Dr. 
Lambie says: “Had it not been for the 
mud, the Italians could have swept over 
the Sudan like a swarm of locusts, with- 
out encountering any opposition worthy 
of the name. The Sudan has almost no 
all-season roads. This was also a factor 
in preventing a catastrophic invasion. 
The Italians contented themselves with 
taking a few border towns.” 


Mr. Forsberg’s station was only a few 
miles across from the Black Shirt 
armies, He felt they should let the 
Italians know of their proximity, and 
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that being citizens of the United States, 
were engaged in no political activities. 
He therefore wrote the Commandant at 
Kurmuk, less than thirty miles away. 
This officer responded by ordering the 
Missionaries to come to Rurmuk. Since 
the roads were impassable, and one of 
the women was very ill, a courteous note 
of explanation was returned. A few days 
later bombers passed over, and dropped 
bombs on the station, resulting in the 
death of Dr. Robert Grieve and his wife. 








Dr. Grieve and the Oglesbys were 
actually holding a large American flag, 
so that no mistake need be made,” The 
doctor fell mortally wounded by the first 
bomb, the flag partially covering his 
torn body, Only one of the group of five 
escaped injury, a Miss Walsh, who was 
in her house some distance away at the 
time. 


“Suffering as they were from their 
own injuries, the Oglesbys yet were 
strengthened to stand beside the open 
grave and give to the dark Mabans a 
stirring testimony for Jesus Christ, tell- 
ing them that these dear ones would rise 
against, and urging them to accept 
Christ as their Saviour.” 


Dr. Lambie gives one chapter of his 
book, the title, “Mission Work in War 
Time.” In it, he tells of designing and 
manufacturing ‘crates for shipping vege- 
tables over terrible roads with minimum 
injury and loss. Later he invented col- 
lapsible crates for gasoline drums, which 
resulted in thousands of gallons of the 
precious fluid being saved. 


“Some months afterwards, while in 
Jerusalem, a young airman was visiting 
us. When he heard I was the inventor of 
these crates he said, ‘I have been looking

HARLES G. FINNEY was trained as 

a lawyer. He acquired an enviable 
reputation in the legal profession. It is 
said that colleagues dreaded meeting 
him in court because of his ability to 
sway juries by force of logic. His mental 
acumen, powers of analysis, grasp upon 
gnarled and complex questions, were 
such as to command respect no matter 
the subject under consideration. 


Finney’s experience as a trial lawyer 
proved of great value in later years. He 
presented Bible truth as though he were 
pleading at the bar. He preached on both 
sides of the Atlantic. For forty years he 
served:as Pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Oberlin, Ohio. He was 
President of Oberlin College. 


In the year 1846, Finney published a 
ponderous tome on theology. Five years 
later, Rev. George Redford, editor of the 
English Edition, described the work as 
follows:

than another. He had been disciplined 
to argumentation, logic, and the laws of 
evidence, in a very different arena; and 
had advanced in the science of the Law 
before he had felt the truth of Chris- 
tianity, or thought of studying its doc- 
trines.

: yen very simplicity of this story 
causes it to hold the attention, and 
fire the imagination, of the Reader.

The Church Begins Its Work 
Luke 22:24-28; Acts 5:27-42. 


OLDEN TEXT: “Ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost parts of the earth.” 
Acts 1:8. 


1. WITNESSING. The most impor- 
tant business in the world is witnessing 
for Christ. The Church is meant to be a 
GOING CONCERN—going with the 
Gospel. A uunning stream purifies it- 
self. A stagnant pool is odorous because 
it has no outlet. Melancholia turns the 
eyes inward, and is a dread disease to 
both the individual and the Church. 
Jesus sought constantly to turn the eyes 
of His followers outward. He said: “Lift 
up your eyes and LOOK on the fields.” 











When our Lord departed from this 
world, He left about 500 men and women 
who had become devoted followers. This 
number included eleven Apostles. Before 
leaving, He directed the faithful few to 
remain in Jerusalem until Pentecost. 
Little did old, winebibbing Tiberius sur- 
mise that in an upper room, somewhere 
in a half-forgotten province of his Em- 
pire, a little band of men were prepar- 
ing for a conquest greater by far than 
ever undertaken by the legions of Rome. 


Finally the morning of Pentecost 
dawned. This harvest feast brought pil- 
grims to Jerusalem from far and near. 
Spreading through the crowds, the 
Apostles and Disciples preached the 
great theme of Jesus of Nazareth and 
His message. At that hour, the throngs 
of visitors were witnessing the inaugura- 
tion of the world-wide mission movement 
of the Church. 


Jewish leaders gave vigorous opposi- 
tion, but the towering figure of the Rock- 
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man, Simon Peter, rose to deliver the 
Pentecostal oration. Many were con- 
verted and, returning to their respective 
communities, became witnesses. There 
was a sound as of a rushing, mighty 
wind. The Holy Spirit came with baptis- 
mal power, and in tongues of flame testi- 
fied that God had made that crucified, 
risen Jesus, both’ Lord and Christ. 


Three thousand conversions in one day 
was an auspicious beginning. The work 
of saving the world was begun. God in 
Christ, and Christ in man, the only hope 
of salvation. Conyersion is a personal af- 
fair. There is no such a thing as heredi- 
tary covenant relations in Christianity. 
The WITNESS of the Spirit within, pre- 
cedes WITNESSING for Christ without. 


2. THE BOOK OF ACTS. The open- 
ing sentence of Acts is a salutation to 
Theophilus, by one who professes to have 
sent him a previous account about Jesus. 
Since Luke wrote such a treatise, and the 
literary style is similar to Luke’s Gospel, 
this book is credited to him. 


It is not a history of all the apostles 

. but a few acts of some of them, par- 
ticularly Peter and Paul. The experi- 
ences recorded in these pages symbolize 
the experiences of the Church through 
history. The Acts of the Apostles are 
meant to be the Acts of Christians dur- 
ing the Church Age. Conditions of sal- 
vation are stated to unbeliever (Acts 
16:29-33), believer (Acts 2:37-39), and 
repentant believer (Acts 22:29-33). 

On the Day of Pentecost the Holy 
Spirit dictated the first Gospel sermon. 
He came upon waiting disciples with 
baptismal power. They spoke as He 
gave utterance. He opened the door of 
salvation to all races, and edified the 
Church through spiritual gifts. He di- 
rected the movements of the Apostles 
and disclosed future events. He gave 
power to heal the sick, cast out demons, 
confirm the Word, organize the Church, 
determine its officers, sacraments and 
methods of worship and work, He en- 
dowed the humble Churchmen with bold- 
ness and authority, so they were able to 
stand before the dread Sanhedrin and 
defy it, saying, “We ought to obey God 
rather than men.” 

3. GAMALIEL’S ADVICE. The same 
Satanic spirit that produced the shout, 


ee 





“His blood be upon us and upon our 
children,” continued to assert itself 
against the followers of Christ after His 
departure, On orders of the Jewish San- 
hedrin, all twelve apostles (a _ substi- 
tute had been chosen for Judas Iscariot) 
were brought before the high tribunal. 
To show his contempt for Jesus (Acts 
5:28), the High Priest refused to speak 
the name of our precious Lord. He said: 
“Did we not command that ye should not 
teach in THIS NAME?” 


This Name! Peter was quick to catch 
the insult. He dropped the name of his 
Master, like a bomb, into the gathering: 
“The God of our fathers raised up 
JESUS, whom ye slew and hanged on a 
tree.” 


Then the opponents passed the finest 
kind of a compliment upon the little 
band: “Ye have filled Jerusalem with 
your doctrine.” 


That was too much! Then and there, 
the Sanhedrin was ready to pronounce 
the death sentence. But Gamaliel, a lead- 
ing member of the body, rose to speak. 
He had the apostles removed to a side 
room, beyond range of his voice, He 
solemnly urged members to proceed with 
caution. Several false leaders, said he, 
had seen their work come to naught. If 
this Jesus was false, His work too, would 
collapse. But if He be a true man of 
God—watch out what you do! You might 
be fighting against God! 





June 24, 1945 
The Church in a Pagan World 
I Timothy 6:11-16; I Peter 4:7 to 5:4. 











OLDEN TEXT: “Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God and his righteous- 
ness.” Matthew 6:33. 


1. AT GRIPS WITH JUDAISM. The 
Founder of the Church had been cruci- 
fied, many of His followers martyred. 
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Had the Church been merely human, it 
would have become only a blood-drenched 
page of history. Being of God, the com- 
bined hostility of Jew and Gentile, High 
Priests and Roman Emperors, Pharisees 
and Greek philosophers, depraved human 
nature and Satanic agencies, only proved 
that the powers of hell cannot prevail 
against it. From three thousand, it grew 
to five thousand, then millions—and fin- 
ally a “great multitude which no man 
can number.” 


In this Lesson, Paul gives valuable 
admonition to Timothy. He wrote from 
experience, After his conversion on the 
road to Damascus, the Jews tried to as- 
sassinate him. The young Apostle was too 
quick for them. He fled to the wilder- 
ness of Arabia, probably the city of 
Petra, and stayed a long time preparing 
for a missionary career. He later made 
three great journeys. 


Finally, the close of the third found. 
him in Corinth, Greece. A plot was 
formed against his life. Making his way 
to Jerusalem, he was immediately set 
upon by Jewish leaders, Forty mem- 
bers of the group swore solemn oath not 
to eat or drink until they had killed him. 
Felix, the Roman Governor, held him 
prisoner two years to keep the rabble in 
check. Paul appealed to Caesar. 


Two more years passed before Nero 
granted him a trial. Paul utilized this 
time writing important letters. Dr. 
Monsma says: “When the imperial trial 
finally came, Paul was acquitted. Here 
the Jewish leaders had no influence; here 
they could play no politics.” But the 
Apostle was not long at liberty. Persecu- 
tion rose under Nero. Sitting in his 
prison cell, he lifted his arm, heavy with 
chains, and wrote letters to Timothy. He 
was murdered a short time later, 


Jews charged the Christians with wor- 
shipping contrary to the laws of the 
fathers (Acts 18:13), and with heresy 
(Acts 24:14). Pagans accused them of 
teaching unlawful customs (Acts 16:21), 
and turning the world upside down (Acts 
17:6). The Roman Empire had a law for- 
bidding new religious organizations. 
Christians became seditionists, Strange 
enough, in that period, the followers of 
Christ were regarded as atheists. 


2. AT GRIPS WITH PAGANISM. 
The Church extended its borders to prac- 
tically every part of the Roman Empire. 
The disciples did not search out quiet, 
flower-strewn places. For strategic rea- 
sons, they put forth major efforts in the 
large centers of population. Their pro- 
test rang out against the moral putridity 
of the times. Rome’s soul was then fes- 
tering with smelly rottenness. Greek and 
Roman mythologies were deadly foes of 





Christianity. It was natural for Chris- 
tians, with high moral ideals, to become 
objects of scorn and hatred. 

The Pagans were religious in their 
way. They had priests, temples and 
ritual, Judaism tried to. destroy the 
Church on one side and Paganism on the 
other—a two-headed dinosaur that 
sought to place its lumbering limbs upon 
the youthful Church and crush it. For 
three centuries this continued. Time 
weakened the spiritual] life of the Church. 
It succumbed, in great measure, to 
Paganism under Constantine, and took 
on many heathenish trappings which re- 
sulted in Dark Ages for Europe and 
made a Protestant Reformation neces- 
sary with the passing of the centuries. 


3. THE TEACHING OF PETER. He 
understood persecution. Nero was accus- 
ing Christians of having set fire to Rome 
at approximately the time Peter wrote. 
The fiery trial, of which he speaks, is a 
figure of speech representing Christians 
tried in their faith, as gold subjected to 
heat during the refining process. Suffer- 
ing with Christ is presented as cause for 
rejoicing. “If we suffer, we shall also 
reign with him.” 


Ben Hur languished as a galley-slave, 
but these exertions built muscle to win 
the chariot race. Bunyan was thrown into 
prison and while there acquired inspira- 
tion for writing “Pilgrims Progress.” 
Charcoal and diamonds are the same in 
substance but heat changes the former 
into the latter. The oyster sustains a 
wound and dresses it with a pearl. Large, 
healthy oysters seldom produce pearls: 
Storms keep the sea and atmospheric 
heavens from stagnating. The paradox 
of the centuries is the fact that Christ’s 
Cause has always prospered through per- 
secution. 





July 1, 1945 
God’s Joy in Creation 
Genesis 1 and-2. 


OLDEN TEXT: “God saw everything 
that he had made, and, behold, it 
was very good.” Genesis 1:31. 


1. IMPORTANCE OF GENESIS. The 
name God comes from the Anglo-Saxon 
and means not only a supreme being; but 
signifies “good.” It indicates One Who is 
all powerful,. all knowing, all present, in- 
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finitely perfect and eternally self-suf- 
ficient, Who needs nothing which He has 
made. 


No book has so taxed the mind of 
ancient dnd modern writers as the first 
of the five books of Moses—Genesis. 
Numberless commentaries have been 
written but it still continues to be com- 
mented upon... because its contents are 
so mysterious, so profound, so pregnant 
with surprising and unforeseen mean- 
ings that no commentator can hope to 
exhaust the mighty theme—the nature of 
God and the creation of the universe. 


Genesis is also the book most bitterly 
assailed _by infidel science. Erudition, 
scholarship, encyclopedic knowledge and 
journalistic omniscience have raised their 
fists against the first chapters, declar- 
ing them mythical,ridiculous and unhis- 
torical. Satan lurks in the shadows, sup- 
plying the motivation for this kind of 
opposition. He hates God and the Word 
of God. 


So, emissaries of the evil one feel, if 
Genesis can be consigned to mythological 
folklore, the New Testament must like- 
wise crumble; because the two Testa- 
ments are so intimately connected that 
they form but one book in two parts. 
Evolutionists reject the first chapters of 
Genesis because they flatly contradict 
their beloved theory. Pantheists reject 
Genesis because it proclaims the Per- 
sonality of an Infinite God. Weak Chris- 
tians give up Genesis as unimportant, 
thinking thereby to save the rest of 
God’s revelation. Never was entertained 
a more shallow and dangerous thought! 


With Genesis stands or falls the whole 
structure of Christianity. In its pages 
we have the transcendent Deity, the fact 
of God as a Person, the story of Creation, 
the origin of Sin, the necessity of a Re- 
deemer and promise of a Saviour. This is 
the very essence of Christianity. Let 
weak and -injudicious Christians re- 
member that our Lord constantly ap- 
pealed to Genesis and other books of 
the Pentateuch as the inspired Word of 
God. Never did He question the histori- 
cal authenticity and veracity of the 
Mosaic record. 

2. GOD THE CREATOR. The first 
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article of the Apostles’ Creed proclaims 
the faith of the believer in one God, the 
Creator: “I believe in God the Father Al- 
mighty, Maker of heaven and earth.” 


Early Christians used to commemorate 
in daily prayer, the events recorded in 
the seven “days” of Genesis. On Sunday 
they mentioned creation of the universe 
and appearance of light. On Monday 
they recorded the making of the firma- 
ment. On Tuesday the appearance of dry 
land and creation of plant life. On 
Wednesday the appearance of sun, moon 
and planets. On Thursday the creation 
of animal life. On Friday the fecundity 
of the earth and creation of man. On 
Saturday the mysterious rest of God. 


Nor was this constant teaching and 
commemoration of the Genesis statement 
of creation without a cogent reason. The 
Apostles wanted to remind the Chris- 
tians of the absolute dependence of man 
on God—a fundamental truth of both 
the Old and New Testaments. 


All ancient nations possessed sacred 
writings, recording the principal facts 
narrated in Genesis. The Egyptians had 
their “Book of the Dead.” The Persians, 
the “Avesta and Vendidad.” The Brah- 
mins, the “Vedas.” The Babylonians, the 
“Poem of Creation.” There were other 
narratives in tablets found at Nineveh 
and Babylon which Langdon translated 
into modern tongues. The Chinese, 
Japanese, Incas, ancient Mexicans, mys- 
terious inhabitants of North America, 
Scandinavians and peoples in some parts 
of Africa preserved oral and written tra- 
ditions. 


Practically all scholars agree that in 
the beginning there was only one tradi- 
tion or legend of creation. This was the 
record we now have in Genesis. The story 
later became contaminated with mythi- 
eal excrescences as it was transplanted 
to various parts of the world. 


3, THE COMING OF CHAOS. God 
did not create a chaotic world. “God is 
not the author of confusion.” <A better 
rendering of the word “was” in Genesis 
1:2, would be BECAME. After original 
creation, the “earth became without form 
and void.” This chaotic state was oc- 
easioned by the collapse of Lucifer’s 
kingdom prior to the Genesis “days.” The 
Septuagint says: “Now, as for the earth, 
it was wasteness and emptiness.” 


Lucifer led the great rebellion. It is 
destribed in Isaiah 14:12-16 and Ezekiel 


28:2-19. That disastrous development in: 


the heavens produced a cataclysm on the 





& 
earth. Our solar system was convulsed, 
disembowelled—reduced to chaos, con- 
fusion, darkness and disorder. The sun, 
planets and moon were veiled by the 
waters which swept over the earth. Our 
planet lost its center of gravity, was split 
up, broken and reduced to fragments. 
Peter described this catastrophe in II 
Peter 3:5-7. (For a detailed study of the 
subject see the chapter, “Judgments of 
the Earth, Past and Future,” in Dr, Win- 
rod’s book, “The Prophetic Destiny of 
the United States,” price 35 cents.) 

But just as God, after chaos, said, 
“Let there be light” . . . so God, after the 
entrance of ‘sin into the world, promised 
a future Redeemer Who came to man- 
kind as “The light of the world.” Ulti- 
mately, our Lord Jesus Christ will undo 
everything Satan did—and He will do a 
great deal more. 





July 8, 1945 
Man’s Failures And God’s Promises 
Genesis 3 to 9. 


OLDEN TEXT: “While earth remain- 
eth, seedtime and harvest, and the 
cold and heat, and summer and winter, 
and day and night shall not cease.” 
Genesis 8:22. 

1. ADAM THE RACE. According to 
the Scriptures, God created man in His 
own image, a distinctive order of life, 
below angels, and gave him dominion 
over the lower kingdoms. As long as 
Adam remained obedient, 'the qualities of 
love and truth came into expression spon- 
taneously, even as instinct is manifest in 








members of the animal kingdom. He was . 


intuitive by the inspiration of the Al- 
mighty. 

Disobedience severed Adam from the 
source of his life and inspiration, result- 
ing in death—spiritual death. He fell into 


a coffin, and with him the entire human 


race. Only the Carpenter of Nazareth 
can destroy that coffin and restore the 
life lost by the tragedy of Eden. 
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Man’s fall was from innocence to guilt, © 


from spirituality to materiality; from 
union with God to oneness with nature; © 
from spiritual inspiration to carnal de- 
sires and sensations. The death of the 
soul through sin was the primal cause of 
physical death being visited upon the 
race. 


Adam is a generic term signifying not 
only the first man, but the race. Adam’s 
conditions and experiences Have been 
much the same in all peoples, throughout 
all ages, Before the fall, he was innocent, 
He was not a mature spiritual being, 
such as regenerate men eventually be- 
come, for he did not enjoy the state. of 
development that spiritually quickened 
souls attain in Christ. 


As a rational self-conscious being, he 
was confronted with conditions requir- 
ing exercise of choice. He was given in- 
struction and commandments to guide 
him aright. He was tempted by Satan. 


“He listened. His listening awakened de- 


sire. Desire resulted in wrong choice, 
which led to wrong‘ act, and the fall was 
accomplished. : 


This is an abbreviated history of each 
of us. The soul awakens to conscious- 
ness in the innocence of infancy. We are 
surrounded by conditions that compel 
choice. We are instructed and command- 
ed for our good. We are tempted. We lis- 
ten. We make a wrong choice. The com- 
mandment is broken. We find ourselves 
condemned by conscience, in need of re- 
establishing freedom from the law vio- 
lated. 


2. SALVAGING THE WRECK, But 
for the mercy of God, Who, through elect 
souls and angels, continued to guide and 
protect, the race would have degenerated 
beyond recovery. The seed of the ser- 
pent manifested in Cain can be traced 
through six generations, Since to Cain’s 
descendants the earth life was all, they 
determined to make the most of it. With 
nothing but their own efforts to depend 
upon, they were impelled by necessity to 
invent ways for making life tolerable. 
The institution of marriage was cor- 
rupted, and the degradation of woman- 
hood began. Names of Cainites suggest 
physical charm such ‘as Adah (beauty), 
Zillah (tinkling), Naamah (sweet), Irad 
(fleet), and Lamech (youth). 


In violence, polygamy, enslavement to 
beauty and godless devotion to the com- 
forts of physical life, the trail of the ser- 
pent can be traced until God abandons 
the line of Cain, for that of Seth. This 
was the third son of Adam, of whom Eve — 
said: “God hath appointed me another 
seed instead of Abel.” From the Seth line 
came the royal avenue of heredity that 
ended at the Manger, when a body im

OLDEN TEXT: “In thee shall all the 


families of the earth be blessed.”- 


Genesis 12:3. 


1. GOD’S PLAN FOR REDEMP- 
TION.’ Notwithstanding the judgments 
of the antidiluvians, and the exemplary 

‘faith of Noah, other, apostacies devel- 
oped. The same selfish pride that moved 
the first pair to sin, reasserted itself. 
Men attempted to form governments and 
religions apart from God. “As they did 
not like to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a_ reprobate 
mind.” Romans 1:28. Seeking to restrain 
humanity from the depths of antidiluvian 
wickedness, God moved in two directions: 


(1) The unity of the race was broken 
up. Since intimate associations tended 
to breed personal and mass sin, continued 
unity would soon result in utter deprav- 
ity. Hence the confusion of tongues at 
Babel and consequent dispersion, Nar- 
rower fellowships, limited by range of 
language, severed the ties of evil. 


(2) After four centuries, God determ- 
ined to center His efforts upon one fam- 
ily and make its members a blessing to 
the race as a whole, This family would be 
given a country of its own, and responsi- 
bility for making known the counsels and 
purposes of God. 


2. THE CALL OF ABRAM. By Grace 
God called this man... and by Faith he 
answered, He was a Shemite, living in 
Ur of Chaldea. It was when the rising 
tides of idolatry were sweeping away the 
last particles of faith and piety inherit- 
ed from Noah, that the call came to 
Abram. “Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto a land that I will show thee.” 
He stepped out in faith, “not knowing 
whither he went.” He turned himself 
over to the divine will without reserva- 
tions—and naturally God could use such 
a@ man! 4 


8. THE FAITH OF ABRAM. “And 





they went forth to go into the land of 
Canaan, ang into the land of Canaan they 
came.” The family paused at Haran, on 
the Euphrates, enroute to Canaan, and 
there Terah, Abram’s father, was laid 
to rest. Thus, the good man was truly 
separated from “thy kindred, and from 
thy father’s house.” 


No matter the problems, Abram’s faith 
never wavered, He made a practice of 
erecting altars to Jehovah wherever he 
stopped. Are we doing that, as we jour- 
ney through life? Do we, by our conduct, 
erect altars to Jehovah?; Many discour- 
agements were encountered. Abram had 
given up everything; now he was land- 
less, homeless, friendless and childless, 
but rich in faith, heir of a kingdom, giv- 
ing glory to God, because “Abraham be- 
lieved God.” He regarded Canaan as a 
type of a heavenly land, the true Canaan, 
where he and all the family of faithful 
would find eternal rest. 


4. THE PROMISE TO ABRAHAM. 
The promises given this great patriarch 
were like ocean currents flowing through 
centuries of human history, moving to- 
ward the climactic event of the Incarna- 
tion of the Eternal Son. 


“In thee shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed,” refers to the fact that 
the human body of the: Christ would be 
provided by one of Abraham’s descend- 
ants. His human seed became as “the 
sands of the sea,” while his spiritual pos- 
terity—Christians, regardless of race, 
are as the “stars of heaven.” 


Those who accept Christ are the 
chosen people, the chosen of God, com- 
prising the true Israel in this age. 
“There is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we must be 4 
saved.” This Scripture applies to every 
human being, regardless of race, color 
or geographical location. Repenting of | 
sin and accepting Christ, they become 
CHOSEN OF GOD. 


Galatians 3:28-29 leaves no doubt as 
to who comprises the true Israel: “There 
is neither Jew nor Greek, there is neither 
bond nor free, there is neither male nor 
female: for we are all one in Christ
